— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
roviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
ereby makes the following rules further to amend the De- 
partment of Defence Production (Directorate General of

1. (1) These Rules may be called the Department of De- 
fence Production (Directorate General of Inspection) Class 
III Non-Gazetted (Technical, Scientific and other Non- 
Ministerial) posts Recruitment (Amendment) Rules.

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into 

or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of 
the said posts ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if 
satisfied that such marriage is permissible 
under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule,’’ 

(ii) in the Schedule, 

(a) for the entry against Serial No, 7, relating to 

the post of “Supervisor Technical Grade. Ill”, — ■ 

(1) for the entry in column 6, the entry, “25 per 

cent vacancies by promotion and 75 per cent 
vacancies by direct recruitment", shall be sub- 
stituted ;

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

Para 2(ii)(b) of the Department of Defence Production 
(Directorate General of Inspection) Class III Non-Gazetted 
(Technical, Scientific and other Non-Ministerial) posts Re- 
cruitment (Amendment) Rules, 1975 


It has become necessary to give retrospective effect to the 
above amendment for the following reason : — 

Qualification in favour o£ ex-servicemen was relaxed for 
recruitment to the post of Supervisor Technical Grade III 
vide S.R.O. 74, dated lltb November, 1970 but the stipulation 
made in column 2 and the footnote “The qualification of 
Matric with experience will not apply for recruitment to 
these posts in Armament Division" by asterisk mark were, 
however, not deleted through- an oversight from the Recruit- 
ment Rules published vide S.R.O. 109/64. Consequently, cer- 
tain ex-serviccmen were recruited in Armament Division/ 
Estts. under the impression that ex-servicemen are now eligible 
for recruitment to the grade of Supervisor Technical IU as 
the qualification was relaxed primarily keeping in view the 
case of ex-servicemen. Deletion of the footnote from retros- 
pective effect is necessary to remove discrimination and to 
bring out uniformity in the matter of recruitment of ex- 
servicemen in DGI Organisation as a whole. 

It is certified that the interest of no one would be pre- 
judicially affected by retrospective amendment to the rules.

The note below sub-rule (1) of rule 19 of the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service Rules, 1970 con- 
tained a restrictive provision regarding drawal of increments 
in the Selection Grade by Grade I officers of the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Stenographers' Service who' were pro- 
moted to the Selection Grade before putting in six years of 
approved service in Grade 1. After the revision of pay-scales 
consequent on the acceptance of the recommendations made 
by the 3rd Pay Commission and the reduction of the eligi- 
bility period for promotion from 6 years to 3 years, the 
need for such a restrictive clause no longer exists. It has 
accordingly been decided to remove this restrictive condition 
from the 28th January, 1974, which is the date on which 
the first batch of Grade I officers became eligible for pro- 
motion to the Selection Grade of the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Stenographers’ Service. Accordingly the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service (Sixth Amend- 
ment) Rules, 1975 are being given retrospective effect from 
the 28th January, 1974. It is certified that the interests of 
no one will be prejudicially affected by the retrospective 
effect given to the notification.

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to 
such person and the otherpartyto the marrlagcandthercareothcrgroundsforso doing, exempt any person from the opera- 
tion of this rule- 

5. Power to relax : — —Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons.
